An independent consultant hired by the 
University has recommended that GW 
improve its image by raising tuition to the 
highest inthe area. 

The recommendation came as part of a 
report filed in July by Howard E. 
Holcomb, a higher education consultant 
who was hired by University President 
Lloyd H . Elliott last Spring to study GW’s 
image. 

Holcomb recommended thai GW, 
“without apology or looking back,” raise 
tuition to the highest in the D.C. area to 
reflect the academic quality of the 
University and attract a higher level of 
students and faculty. 

The report said a tuition increase 
should be followed by a major academic 
improvement program, as well as 
guaranteeing that all students with 
financial need woulcf receive proportional 
increases in aid. Holcomb’s report added 
that the jump in tuition should take place 
in one year. * ~- 

Elllott said in an interview Tuesday, 
however, that the University is not 
considering any such tuition increase. He 
added that even if' a large increase oc- 
curred, the jump would be over several

peacetime draft and form policy

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Summer in review: resignations, bonds, Trustees 


While many GW students ' 
were frolicking their summer 
days away from the Foggy 
Bottom area, the University was 
still at wtork. Sortie of the major 
events of the summer follow: 

May 

•A fire in the unoccupied 
basement of the Academic 
Center caused nearly $5,0i)0. 
Worth of damage and was 
considered to be "of a highly 
suspicious nature,” according 
to Byron M, Matthai, director 
of GW Safety and Security. T,he 
Tire was- extinguished by the 
building’s sprinkler system. 
•More than 2,400 GW un- 
dergraduate and graduate 
students received diplomas at 
commencement on May 9. 
•George Edeline, the men's 
soccer coach for the last nipe 
years, resigned his position. 
During his career at GW, -the 
Colonials had 70 wins and 39 
losses. According to Edeline, he 
needed a new challenge and a 
more stable profession: 

•Josh Ripple, second-year- 
men’s tennis coach and former 
GW tennis player, resigned his 
post to devote more time to his 
job at an international sports 
marketing Firm. In Ripple’s two 
years as coaeh the Colonials 
compiled a 26-3 1 record and had 
16 wins and 12 losses last 
season. 

June 

•University President Lloyd H. 
Elliott disclosed that three 
admissions office employees 
had resigned following the 
discovery in mid-April that they 
were storing cocaine in their 


former military commanders 
and Washington educators such 
as the presidents of Howard 
University and the University of 
the District of Columbia. 
•Lawyers for Murdock Head, 
the GW professor cOfiVicfed last 
year of conspiracy to bribe two 
former Congressitten', asked an 
appeals court in Wilmington, 


Rice Hall offices. Other 
University employees reported 
them to Joseph Y. Ruth, then 
director of admissions. Ruth 
notified GW security officials 
who * turned over the in- 
formation to the U.C. 
Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment but no arrests were made, 
according to- the department’s - 
Vice squad: ... . ' 

•The University's Board of 
Trustees elected- Gregory W. 
Huber, a 1981 GW graduate and 
. former GW Student Association 
official,- to an experimental 
three-year term on the Board. 

• Huber' is the first student- 
nominated alumni trustee to 
serve on the Board . - 
•Dennis Brant, the men’s 
baseball coach for tfie past two 
years, resigned because of what 
he called “no support” from the 
Smith Center administration: 
During his two years as coaqh, 
the baseball team posted a 45-62 
record. He has been replaced by 
Jim Ooss, a former star infielder 
for the Colonials. 

July 

-•The D.C. City Council gave 
final approval to the Univer- 
sity’s $25 million bond issue 
which will fund many campus- 
construction projects, including 
the' planned National Law 
Center expansion and the 
maintenance and storage 
buijding. 

•GW President Lloyd Elliott 
headed a group of 55 citizens 
recommenrling the resumption 
of the peace-time military draft 
to President Reagan and the 
Congress. The group included 


N.C. to grant Head a new trial. 
•GW Athletic Director Robert 
K. Faris, announced his 
retirement after being involved 
with men’s athletics at GW since 
the 1930s and serving as athletic 
"director since 1955. -"It’s lime 
for the younger people to tgke 
over,” Faris said. . 
•Georgetown University's 


basketball team dropped GW 
from its 1982-83 schedule. Since 
the Georgetown Hoyas almost 
won the national basketball 
championship last year they arc

_ .Psychology is the key element present in the .recently-released 
Howard E. jlolcomb and Associates report on GW. . 

In a study commissioned by the tTrijVersity in the aftermath of the 
negative rating given to GW in the New York Times Selective Guide 
to Colleges, Holcomb makes several major recommendations that, 'if 
implemented, would entirely change fli'e University. Chief among-the 
Holcomb recommendations Ts the contention , that GW should 
“without, apology" increase its tuition to the highest - irv the 
Washington aretTln a one-year period, to improve the image of the 
University-. This. ty pe of increase would hike GW tuition lo morerhan 
$10,000 a year. - •- ' • ”, 

Holcomb's argument behind such a mpve involves some 
psychology: lie says if students pay more for college, they will fed • 
better toward the school. But this argument has some fairly obvious 
and fundamental flaws'. Increasing tuition for a university. dpes not 
automatically increase the quality of the university; in addition, if a 
student is- paying the much higher tuition but getting essentially the 
same education, he or she undoubtedly won’t be feeling better toward 
the university. ' 

If GW follows die. advise given in the Holcomb report, it tups the 
distinct' risk of having it backfire. Several factors could contribute 
here: there could be widespread adverse sentiment toward the validity 
of increasing tuition to improve QW’s image; there could be a large 
number of disillusioned students transferring; and. most, 
dangerously, the increase couid chase away lower and middle income 
Students who could not possibly pay more than $10,000 per year for 
GW. - • ■ " L .. 

— A dramatic increase in tuition Is not the road to take to' better 
students’ feelings toward the University. Changing perceptions about 
a school is gradual and is based on tangible, improvements in the' 
academic programs and campus life. There are numerous steps GW 
could take immediately to improve students’’ feelings toward the 
University, including .implementing a comprehensive Academic 
Master Plan that includes inter-school minors and majors, allocating' 
more money for student groups like Program Board and the GW 
Student Association to increase student events on campus, and having 
greater visibility arid availably of top GW officials. 

While hiring an independent consultant to study GW and make 
recommendations on the future course of GW is a good idea, the 
Holcomb reports' recommendations, if implemented, could cause 
irreparable harm to the University.

Sexism 


It is a topic not very many GW students will read or hear about,. but 
next week’s Inter Fraternity Forum (IFF) vote on joining a larger 
national Oreck organization raises a big question: Is it fair to take 
away sororities' voting rights simply because their membership is 
female and not male? 

The answer, of course, is no, it is not fair. Yes, there are many very 
good reasons for wanting the IFF to become part of the Inter 
Fraternity Council - stronger leadership, national membership. But if 
IFF succeeds in merging into the larger group, sororities will not get 
to vote because the Council is a male-only organization. In fact, such 
a ' move would be contradicting the premise (a good one) for the 
formation of-the IFF - to allow all Greeks on campus to join and vote 
One other question: Does it make sense to assume that because 
sororities. gre so greatly outnumbered in the present IFF that their 
votes have never counted and never will? Again, no. The Size and sex 
of their membership has nothing to do, with it. Each sorority and 
fraternity is a member of the group and, one would assume, an in- 
dividual entity. , . - y 

Voting for membership in the inter Fraternity Council will not 
affect a majority of QW students and it- may not even affect the day- 
to-day activities of the sororities involved. But it is unfair. 
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Action, not reaction, on issues

Simultaneously, we must work out 
feasible alternatives to tuition hikes. Complaining 
alone will get us nowhere - hard work arid patience 
will. f

Bottom/GW area. We inusr make sure that ex- 
pansion takes into account students' housing needs 
and promotes small business and community 
service.

Get involved - you have 
nothing to lose, but much to gain.

A^yclpvir should be used six 
times daily and applied with a 
glove so the infection does not 
spread to the eyes. Herpes 
Victims should always wastu'heir 
hands after touching the lesions, 
she said. 

“More and better treatments 
will probably be developed and 
they will be cheaper. A cure will 
probably be found soot) since so 
much research is being done on 
herpes,” Capon said. Acyclovir 
will probably be developed into 
an internal drug, she said. In the 
meantime, however, it is better 
not to use any other ointments 
and to keep the area dry and let 
KheaUtself. 

Capon . said white upper- 
middlc-class -25-30 year olds are 
most susceptible to herpes. This 
is hoi because they are the most 
likely to seek medical treatment 
as some believe, she, said. 
Herpes ‘is similar to 
mononucleosis in that poorer 
people often get it in childhood 
jnf a mild form; the difference is 
‘not racial, Capon said.' 

. Homosexual men are also a 
high risk group, according to 
Capon. Promiscuity and 
numerous sexual partners can be 
ruled out as causes of herpes, 
however, because herpes 
statistics among prostitutes, for 
example, are not among the 
highest, Capon said. 

Women can get herpes as an 
infection of the cervix and 
unknowingly pass it on, Capon 
said. Women who have herpes 
also are more suspectible to 
getting cervical cancer and 
should have yearly pap smears. 
Capon said. 

Pregnant women with herpes 
should have a culture taken 
before their delivery sO a 
caesarian section can be done if 
there are lesions still present. 
This, way the baby will not also 
have herpes. 

r Women tend to be more 
worried about herpes than men 
si^ice it is usually more painful 
for them, Capon said. 

The herpes cover article in 
Time magazine seemed alarmist. 
Capon said. She cited a recent 
article in Washingtonian 
magazine as more reasonable 
and useful. 

”lt is difficult to believe the 
doctors*" estimate in the 
Washingtonian stating that one 
out of every five people in the 
Washington area have herpes,” 
Capon said, ‘‘Unless that 
calculation includes, people with 


herpes I (cold sores),’’ she said. 

Despite^ rising figur.es, 
however, Capon said people are 
generally becoming more, 
cautious about ' who they have 
sex with. She urged that people 
check their partners for lesions 
and that people with herpes to 
wait for the lesions-to disappear 
before any sexual contact:

“We have a strong arts 
community here, and it’s getting 
stronger.

“It 
would be nice to have some more 
large local funding (such 'as the 
Cafirtz Foundation and the 
Meyers Foundation). But even 
.with enough funding, we can’t do 
without the spirit of the artist. He 
has to be more business-oriented 
today,' but the artist must love 
what he does, love the theater, the ’ 
music - but we’re wise enough to 
know that we must sell our 
product and become more 
visible.’’

Songs of the Free

When Gang of Four Released 
their first album, Entertainment ! 
in 1977, they established them- 
selves as the omniscient social 
critics of the proletariat - and 
were mighty hard on us. 

Entertainment ! explored the 
bond between man and war, the 
ipipact qf history, decaying 
political mores and sexual 
discontent. Far ipore than just a 
bunch of apocalyptic malcon- 
tents, dheir music had the 
brashness of punk, tinged with 
funk. The Gang’s potent blend. of 
intellectualism and musical in- 
tensity tendered the album a 


discomforting classic. 

On Songs of the Free , their 
third LP, the Gang once again 
take it upon themselves to remind 
the world of its social malaise, 
political apathy and. ultimate 
human frailty. But now they’re 
ready to dance to these terrible 
injustices. Can the repressed be 
funky? Songs of the Free is* their 
most commercial release yet^.and 
its resulting airplay is probably 
what the Gang was aiming for. 

Gang of Four have always been 
funky, but this slieky produced 
effort shows their penchant for 
dance rhythms at its' best.. TJtiis 
sound has alsb been popularized 
by more mainstream new music/ 
such as Talking Heads' solo 
albums (Frantz and Weymouth’s 
Tom 1 Tom Club, Byrne’s 
Catherine Wheel , Harrison’^ The 


Red and the Black),- and the 
newest Clash album. Even Devo 
is doing a lime , with Jermaine 
Jackson.* What’s the world 
coming to? ; ‘ 

. • ..Instead .".of their customary 
sparse, grating intensity, Gang of 
Four now have a layered, multi- 
rhythmic intensity. There' is the 
same heavy bass, and percussion 
* (as well as King’s melodica) as the 
old * Gang,- but they’ve added 
funky female vocals (Edie and 
Sara Lee, the bassist thafreplaced 
Dave Alien),. tambourine, syn- 
drums and scrap- metal and bells. 
It’s a very danccable, but 
produced sound. 

LyricaHy, they remain up to 
par. "Call MetJpV takes a shot at 
our mindless, consumer -oriented 
% .society.. (“I need -to have diver- 


siort/Consume me With a new 
passion.’’) YWe Live As Wc 
Dream, Alone,’’ maybe the best 
cut on the album, is.driviog dance 
music, tailor-made for main- 
stream airplay. 

But the lyrics ain’t no disco.. 
Though Sara Lee’s b^ss and 
Hugo Burnham’s percussion 
pound and thunder, the lyrics 
ihakc us realize just how. lonely 
and vulnerable * we . really are. 
(“Everybody is in too many 
pieces/ No man’s land surrounds 
our desires/To break the shell, we 
mix with other*.’’) The feet 
dance; the heart breaks. 

Sangs^of the Free docs retain 
some of the group’s charac- 
teristics, notably Andy Gill’s 

•'screeching guitar work and the 
,razor-sharp lyrics. The bea/may 


be in the throbbing insistence of 
percussion and bass, but Gill's 
gunar builds scratchy rifts around 
them,, providing- another back- 
drop for Jon King’s strained 
vocali. 

“I Will Be A Good Boy” and 
“()l the Instant’’ show the Gill 
and king collaborations still have 
theJlame; the.only wfcak cut. both . 
musically and lyrically, is the 
awkward “Muscle For Brains ” 
AltOgether.’So/tg.v of the'FreC is 
another solid album by a group 
that can-’t seem To put out 
anything" uildcr par. Although 
their hard edge has been 

smoothed over rather slic.kly, 
Gang of Four have retained the 
cutting edge on their political and 
social conscienceness - but^as you 
dance, watch out for your feet.

The purchase of the buildings 
is one of three slips the 
University has taken to deal 
with the housing crunch last 
year.'In February, GW bought a 
five-unit towphouse at 613 22nd 
. St. for $250,000 . that will 
provide housing for 15 students; 
In addition, renovations op the 
GW-owned Guthridge Apart- 
ments will make, room for an 
, additional 69 students'. in the 
■ facility. , .- 

The three steps will add more 
than TOO spaces , for , student 
housing, Diehl said. 

•'1 think we’ve done as Weil as 
we can under the cir- 
cumstances,” Diehl said of 
GW’s efforts to secure mpre 
student hbusing. 

Diehl said he does not know 
how much work is needed on the 
properties before they will be 
used for housing or when 
' students will be moved in.

Association of American 
Colleges and the National - 
Council of Independent 
'Colleges and Universities, in- 
terviewed students, faculty and 
staff members over three 
months on their impressions of 
GW. 

Among other suggestions, 
Holcomb urged GW to assume 
the role of a "world univer- 
sity.” playing on the Univer- 
sity’s diverse student body and 
students’ concern for world 
affairs, and to make the im- 
provement of academic quality 
GW’.s lop priority. 

According to the report, 
though, a sharp jump in tuition 
would have the most beneficial 
effect orrfhe University. 

"Tuition rates and quality in 
independent universities are 
perceived by consumers to be 
directly related; those with the 
highest tuition develop the most 
money, enroll students with 
highest entrance scores, hire the 
best faculty and win the most 
honors,” Holcomb’s report 
said. 

Although against one large 
tuition jump, Elliott said high 
tuition could have its ad- 
vantages. “If tuition were raised 
substantially, financial aid 
should get a substantial part of 
the increase.” 

He added that with a higher 
percentage of financial aid 
available, a higher percentage of 
students would be able to receive 
University-based aid, including 
those excluded from federal aid 
because of budget cuts. 

Another subject addressed in 
the Holcomb report is GW’s so- 
called "image” problem; 
Holcomb said, however, that 
the University’s only problem in 
this area is a low self-image, 
based in part on a lack of a 
traditional college atmosphere - 
no football team, not much 
grass on campus - an over- 
emphasis on business and 
because GW is often second or 
lower choice for students. 

“The external reputation of 
the University is quite good 
generally, and very high among 
knowledgeable observers,” the 
report said! “Internally,' it 
thinks it has an image 
problem.” 

Elliott commented on 
Holcomb's report, “I certainly 
haven’t (a low self-image) but I 
think 1 know what he’s talking 
about, in terms of self- 
criticism." He said GW students 
tend to be more critical and 
concerned with quality, but 
added, “I don’t think its 
unhealthy.” 

Elliott compared the 
University to more 
“traditional” colleges. “1 don't 
think we should become ... a 
‘rah-rah’ school,” he said. “I 
lived on two campuses like that. 
All students talk about is 
football.” 

. To counter the self-image 
problem, Holcomb Suggested 
that GW “plan its future, 
programs and promotions to 

assume the role and flavor of a 

world university,” particularly 
to take advantage of the many 


insure helpfulness, pleasantness, 
efficiency and accessibility, the 
report said, to further improve 
QW’s image.

The bill suggests that colleges 
may have to submit the names

Dept, of Ed. 
screens for 
loan defaults 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Education Department .has run 
its payroll through a computer 
to pick up the names of em- 
ployees who are delinquent on 
government-backed Guaranteed 
Student Loans, a spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

The spokesman, Duncan 
Helmrich, said he did not know 
how many of the department’s 
5,000 employess were found in 
the match-up. 

About $1.7 billion is in 
arrears in the loan program, and 
the government has begun a 
drive to collect funds it had to 
pay. out to banks when the 
borrowers defaulted. 

The department is supporting 
legislation that would permit it 
to dock, the pay of its, own 
delinquent employees, but for 
the moment all that will happen 
is that they wifi be asked to pay 
, up, Helmrich said.

financing for the project, 
although Diehl said GW of- 
ficials have been in contact with 
possible financers. “There have 
been discussions with donors," 
Diehl commented. 

The project will be started “as 
soon as we get the money," 
Diehl added. 

Diehl said he did not rule out 
a possible third, bond issue with 
thep.C. government as a source 
of funds; several major campus 
construction projects, including 
the Academic Center, were 
financed through tax-free bonds 
issued by the city in GW's name. 

The journalism department 
and its new political com- 
munications program would be 
moved into the facility, as well 
as the University’s growing 
Center for Telecom- 
munications. The building 
would house radio and 
television studios, along with 
classroom and office space, 
Diehl said. ” 

WRGW, the student-run 


campus radio station, 
“possibly" would be moved fo 
the planned facility, Diehl 
added. 

The communications facility 
would allow expansion for an 
academic area that is expanding 
itself, Diehl said. “The need for 
that kind of a facility has been 
known for seven to eight 
years,” he commented. 

The building would be 
constructed on the site of the old 
music department building - 
now being razed by GW in early 
preparation for the project - and 
the building housing the School 
for Public and International 
Affairs. The building could 
reach back from H Street almost 
to the back of GW's $40 million 
Red Lion Row retail 
development, which is still, 
under construction. 

The size of the building 
depends on the financing plan 
arranged, Diehl said. $3 million 
is The lowest limit, while $10 is 
the highest amount GW will 
spend on the project, Diehl 
added. In addition, the 
University would consider 
"phase” construction of the 
facility, under which the 
building would be built in 
several steps, he said. 

Diehl said a temporary truck 
maintainence facility may be 
placed on the site of the razed 
music department townhouse 
until construction is slated to 
begin on the communications 
building.
